Ironically 
enou gh, the Eisenhower criticisms 
got su rprisingly little notice from 
the cou ntry, in the ru sh of other 
news. Bu t what the ex-President 
had to say was most vividly noted 
by the new PrreidetH, and this 
was when Kennedy’s u neasiness 
began.

‘LOOT’ BUGLE - The Third 
Armored Cavalry Regiment at 
Fort Meade, Maryland, is looking 
for its bu gle. Bu t it's not ju st any 
bu gle. It is the one that s<HUKled 
taps at the interment of the Un­ 
known Soldier in Arlington in 1921 
and at the bu rial of President 
Woodrow Wilson. 
The bu gle belonged to Staff Sgt. 
Frank Wichey. famed Army bu ­ 
gler who died in 1945. Wichey’s 
widow, whose last address was in 
Virginia, can’t be fou nd. 
The 
regimret is hopefu l that by pu bli­ 
cizing its search a read« * will be 
able to help locate her. 
The regiment wanU the bu gle 
for its mu seu m of flags and other 
mementoes. Its sentimental valu e 
is so great that, at one time, the 
bu gle was insu red for a large 
su m. 


Wichey was one of the ou tstand­ 
ing bu glers produ ced 
by tha 
Army. 
When he sou nded taps for the 
Unknown Soldier the notes were 
carried by direct teleph ^ wire 
to dd Madistm Sq u are Garden in 
New York and to the Civic Au di­ 
toriu m in San Francisco, w lm 
thou sands of people had assam- 
Wed to hear the cermu mies. 
In addition to Wilson. Wickey 
also sou nded taps at the fu nerals 
of su ch other great men at Chief 
Ju stice WilUam Howard TMt. WU- 
liam Jennbigs Bryan and many 
high raokbig Army and Navy 
officials. 
The regiment hopes that their 
» « « rch WiU lead them te soma 
musty attic where the bu gle blown 
by Wichey may sUU lie. 


same ironical contrast has ap­ 
peared. The cou ntry at large has 
hardly begu n to listen, bu t the 
overbu rdened President has lis­ 
tened wkh acu te pain and an­ 
noyance. 
Yet the President's political m- 
stinct is of cou rse a t good in this 
» stance a s bi so many othen. 
The polls may ttKxv him as pop­ 
u lar bi the cou ntry as Eisenhower 
over was. At present he may be­ 
long to a select clu b of two per­ 
sona, the other bemg Rep. Miller 
himself, who are u niq u e in ac­ 
cording tru ly riveted attentioo to 
Rep. MiUer’s remarks. Bu t the 
signs of potential trou ble ahead 
are plain to be aeen. 
In his more impatient moments, 
the President reportedly com­ 
plains that "they (u nspecified) 
will call H appeasement” if he 
manages to reach any sort of ae- 
oommodation at Berlin, even if 
the accommodation it honorable 
and beneficial. He is no dou bt 
right that a nu mxity of partisan 
extremists wllf complain in this 
manner, bu t he is wrong, if be 
also thinks it wUl influ ence the 
cou ntry. 
On the other band, gravest dis­ 
q u iet abou t American intentions 
is now being shown by the French 
and the West Germans, precisely 
the Western Allies who advocate 
a stu rdy poUcy at Berlin, ju st as 
grave disq u iet has long been 
shown by the Thailanders and the 
Pakistanis, the advocates of a 
stu rdy poUcy u i Asia. The BerUn 
s t ^ and Far Eastern story are 
alike half-told. All visible signs 
fortu nately su ggest that the Allied 
disq u iet is iU-fou nded. Bu t it is 
also bru e that the whole American 
mternal-poUtkal fu tu re wiU be af­ 
fected by the way these storiet 
end, and particu larly by the way 
the BcrUn story ends.

Kennedy has long been sensitive 
abou t having too many Catholics 
in high places, and with the ap- 
pointment of a very prominent 
Catholic, Jotoi McCone, aa chair­ 
man of ttie Atomic Energy Com- 
miieion. he hai to be more ao. 
Senator Mansfield is a moderate 
Catlxrfic ndio pu ts Senate pdkies 
ahead of hit chu rch. Bu t McCor­ 
mack ia a Catholic who follows 
the dictate of the chu rch to su ch 
an extent that Kennedy privately 
refers to him as ‘’the Bishop of 
Boston.” 
Reason No. 2—It was John Mc­ 
Cormack who. more than anyone 
ou teide 
of Cardinal Spellman, 
knifed Kennedy’s aid-to-edu cation 
bill. Members of the Ru les Com­ 
mittee noted with interest that 
metaages arrived from McCor­ 
mack to the two Catholic Con- 
greismen who took the lead in 
pigeonholing the bill—James De­ 
laney of New York and “Tip” 
O'Neill of Boston. He also pu lled 
other legislative wires. 
The Presidmt had rated aid-to- 
edu cation near the top of his 
legisIaUve program, and it was 
chiefly his fellow Catholic fr<xn 
Boston, who now wants to be 
speaker, who blocked H. Teochers 
all over the cou ntry, most of them 
Protettante, are now indignant. 
They indicate ttiey will make an 
issu e of the defeat in the 1954 
Presidential election. 
Reason No. 3—After Sam Ray- 
bu m got sick and retu rned to 
Texas last su mmer, J(rfin McCor­ 
mack, who took his place as 
speaker, did a very bad job. 
He let the Hou se adjou rn ahead 
of the Senate in a trick move 
which made it impossible for the 
Senate 
to 
kill 
a 
laat-minu te 
amendment in the su pplemental 
appropriations bill by which a 
Congressman can u nload “ju nk 
mail” on every resident in hi- dis­ 
trict withou t even having their 
addresses. All the Congressman 
has to do is order his literatu re 
delivered to every resident in his 
dittrici—free—and the po<x* post­ 
man has to deliver it. 
McCormack cou ld have prevent­ 
ed this trick by which the Hou se 
du cked ou t of town at abou t 3 
a. m., leaving the Senate, irate 
and filming, with this ju nk-mail 
clau se. Bu t he didn’t 
McCormack tAa o teamed u p 
with the Dixiecrate against his 
own President in regard to the 
military assistance bill, the Presi­ 
dent’s cixitingency fu nd, aiu l the 
development loan fu nd. On mili­ 
tary assistance he walked throu gh 
the teller vote line voting to su p­ 
port Rep. Otto Passman, tiU 
Lou isiana Dixiecrat. who cam­ 
paigned against a Catholic in the 
White Hou se and who did his 
bMt to u ndercu t Koinedy’s ap­ 
propriations. 
On su ch other key votes as the 


President's contingency fu nd and 
the development loan fu nd, Mc­ 
Cormack didn’t even bother to 
vote for the head of his own party. 
Thu s occu rred the s t r a n g e 
spectacle of Repu blicans fighting 
fix* the Kennedy pn^ram while 
the head of the Democratic party 
in the Hou se, Speaker Pro Tem 
McCormack, 
teamed 
u p 
with 
Sou thern Democrats to defeat it. 
Time after time, Otto Pasnnan, 
Lou isiana 
Dixicrat. 
told 
the 
Hou se: “You ask the leadership. 
I have talked with the Democratic 
leadership 
(McCm-mack) 
an d 
they have approved this cu t,” 
On another occasion. Passman 
•aid: “You ask Mr. McCcx-mack. 
Ask you r leader if this appropria- 
ti<xi isn’t right,” 
When the vote came, other Con- 
ip-essmen saw that Passman was 
telling 
the 
tru th. 
McCormack 
walked throu gh the teller line 
voting with Passman. 
The issu e was raised in the case 
of military assistance by Gerald 
Ford, Michigan Repu blican, when 
he moved to restore $300.000,000 
which had been cu t frcxn the 
program by Passman. 
Congresanan Seeley Brown of 
Connecticu t, antther Reixiblican. 
joined in the GOP su pport for 
Kennedy. So did Bill Scranton (rf 
Scranton, Pa., a Repu blican who 
may be the next governor of 
Pennsylvania. So did Congress­ 
man Silvio Conte of Massachu ­ 
setts. another 
Repu blican. 
Ed 
Boland, a Democratic from Mass­ 
achu setts, su pported them. Bu t 
not the speaker pro tem, also 
from the President’s home slate, 
who was 
su pposed to 
pu s h 
throu gh the Kennedy pr<« ram. 
“This item of legislation I con- 
sider the most important measu re 
we have been asked to deliberate 
on.” said Repu blican Conte, re­ 
ferring 
to military 
assistance 
iiKxicy to su pport NATO, hold the 
line in K(x*ea. and su pport other 
U. S. military allies. 
“It comes at a time of great 
difficu lty and distress overseas,” 
continu ed Conte. “It comes at a 
Ume (rf crisis in Sou th America. 
Sou theast Asia, and Eu rope. It 
comes at a time when ou r partici­ 
pation in world affairs shou ld be 
more emphatic than less. 
“Despite tois, we are here at­ 
tempting to redu ce ou r military 
assistance by $300.000.000.“ 
Congressman Francis Bolton of 
Geveland, 
another 
Repu blican, 
made anotlwr eloq u ent plea ia 
su pport of the Kennedy program. 
Bu t when the teller vote came, 
the leader for President Kennedy 
threw his v(rfe the other way. 
Later, 
when Democratic Rep. 
Wayne Hayes <rf CMiio demanded a 
recorded roll-call vcrfe, McCor­ 
mack switclMd and went on rec­ 
ord for his lea<ier in the White 
Hou se. 
So you can u nderstand why Ken­ 
nedy wou ld like to sidetrack his 
fellow Bostonian and fellow Cath­ 
olic from bec(xning Shaker of 
the Hou se (rf Representatives.

Away With Thick 
Automobile Fumes! 


According to reports from Detroit, car­ 
makers are including as standard equipment on 
the new 1962 models such things as heaters and 
radios and, in some cases, provision for safety 
belts. But they show little enthusiasm for a $6 
device that would reduce by at least one-third 
crankcase fumes that help pollute the air of 
major cities. 
Only California requires a crankcase blow­ 
by device as standard equipment on new motor 
vehicles sold in the state. But other states and 
cities are beginning to wise up to the fume- 
cutting potentialities of this simple device. 
Health Secreatry Ribicoff has warned he will 
ask federal legislation to require blowby devices 
as standard equipment if the auto industry 
doesn’t pledge by January to provide them on 
•M 1964 model cars. The car makers say they 
need more time—until next April at least—to 
ftnish testing, a schedule which would make it 
Impossible to supply blowby devices on 1963 
models. 
Blowby is unburned gasoline forced into the 
oar's crankcase by leaky pistons. The fumes 
esoape via the crankcase breather and represent 
between IO and 40 per cent of all fumes emit­ 
ted by the vehicle. The desirability of cutting 
down on such fumes is self-evident, and the 
auto industry will ignore at its peril the pres- 
buikKng up for correction.

A Music lest World 


Die following advertisement appeared iii a New 


York newspaper: 
“New York Philharmonic announces with regret 
that there will be no concerts until further notice. 
Notification regarding refunds or exchanges will be 
made at a later date.” 
Die Philadelphia Orchestra ha* had it* trouble*. 
Now it i* the Philharmonic. Only a few weeks ago it 
was the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Perhaps these 
musicians need someone to remind them that it is 
possible to kill the market for musicians. 


The three leading orchestras in the United States 
are the Boston, the Philharmonic and the Philadel­ 
phia. Granted that the company it suffering from 
inflation, the musicians must realize that no musical 
organization in the United States operates at a 
profit. 
Maybe 
the 
musicians 
are 
bored 
with 
Beethoven. Bach and Brahms and would prefer to 
organize combos to play in honky-tonks. After ail, 
some of the new music they play it no better than 
progressive jazz and they may he bored. Of course, 
they can relieve their boredom by doing some hard 
physical work. There is no reason to strike. That 
solve* no musical problem although M may have 
tom e economic significance. 


When some time ago I wrote about the strike at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, I received some very 
nasty letters, particularly from women who might have 
been musicians’ wive*. Die tone of the letters was 
generally identical and was designed to prove that I 
am an ignoramus who hates musicians 
The fact is 
that I know many musicians and usually find them 
interesting and charming hut they do not understand 
the economics of their trade. A virtuoso get* an enor­ 
mous reward for his efforts because he is good box 
office. Ztna Francescatti or Isaac Stem is well paid 
because audiences pay to hear them. Maybe the 15th 
violinist of the Boston it as good a fiddler as one of 
these great ones, but not enough customers are willing 
to pay to prove that it ie so. That is the very cold 
economics of the business. 
Similarly crowd* will come to see Charles Munch, 
Pierre Monteux. Eugene Ormandy or Leonard Bern­ 
stein conduct an orchestra. 
There may be superior 
conductors but they do not draw the crowd or have 
great standing among other musicians. 
I used to hear musicians say that Serge Kousse- 
vitsky WBS a better showman than a conductor, but 
there was a year at Tanglewood when the cars stood 
several miles long to get into the grounds. It was a 
demonstration of respect and affection. 
There were 
similar demonstrations several times this year, par­ 
ticularly on the Sunday afternoon when Munch con­ 
ducted Berlioz's “ Romeo et Juliette.” The huge audience 
applauded until the lights went on out of sheer pity 
for the great maestro. It was an acknowledgement of 
supreme achievement. 
Maybe there are hidden men of brilliance who can 
outdo the great men to whom I refer, but too few are 
willing to buy a ticket for the chance of applauding 
them. This has nothing to do with democracy or giving 
the underdog a chance. It has to do with taste and 
with a sense of perfection. I have listened to the same 
orchestra for 20 years play under different conductors 
and what a difference! 
It may be true that some of 
the fiddlers in the Philharmonic are greater musicolo­ 
gists than Toscanini was but their fame is not known 
and they haw not been accepted either by the general 
public or by other musicians. 


So the strikers may strike each year, and It is 
even possible that they will put the orchestras out 
of existence and they themselves will be without 
jobs. They can fiddle at home and curse a world 
that does not appreciate them. But of this they can 
be sure, lf the world does not appreciate them, their 
own opinion of themselves has little weight. It Is too 
bad that few men are taken at their own valuation 
even if they have excellent press agents. 


This many a writer has had to learn very early 
In life. One may have a high opinion of himself, and 
he may be right, but if he wants to be published, some­ 
one else must have an equally high opinion of hi* 
work. Self-appreciation may be very encouraging but 
it does not create a large enough m arket for one'* 
wares to be attractive. It is. after all, the m arket that 
counts even in the art*. The musician who plays for 
himself can tell the rest of the world to go to the Devil, 
but he cannot complain if there is a reciprocal vice 
versa.

WASHINGTON—With the exit 
of the much-loved Speaker Sam 
Rayburn from public life. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy faces the sam e 
problem Franklin Roosevelt twice 
faced when it came to picking 
Congressional 
leaders—to 
inter­ 
vene or not to intervene to insure 
a friendly and competent new 
speaker. 
On one occasion FDR pulled 
potent wire* to block Sen. Pat H ar­ 
rison of Mississippi in favor of 
the late Sen. Alben Barkley of 
Kentucky as Senate leader. Again 
he pulled wire* to make sure that 
Henry Rainey of Illinois became 
Speaker of the House early in the 
New Deal. 
Kennedy is in the same position. 
The man he would like to block as 
speaker—though he can’t afford to 
say so publicly—is John McCor­ 
mack, 
who 
comes 
from 
the 
re sid e n t's home town, Boston; 
is of the same religious faith, 
Catholic; 
and 
who 
outwardly 
shares the same liberal Demo­ 
cratic philosophy. 
The 
President, however, 
has 
three very good reasons for hop­

veteran of many 
political hassles will not become 
the most powerful man in the 
House of Representatives.

Criticism Of Foreign Policy Worries Kennedy 


WASHINGTON 
According to usually reliable re­ 
port, President Kennedy is in­ 
creasingly uneasy about Republi­ 
can criticism of his foreign policy. 
Thus far. the President has given 
no public sign of this uneasiness, 
but it is still a most significant 
phenomenon. 
In the foreign field, for one 
thing, the period of the most 
severe tests now 
seems to be 
starting. Great decisions are al­ 
ready taking shape. And these 
decisions are bound to be some­ 
what influenced, overtly or sub­ 
consciously. by 
the 
President’s 
unhappiness about the Republican 
charges that he has not been 
“firm " enough, 
and 
has even 
tended towards ‘ appeasem ent." 
The Republican attacks, led and 
orchestrated by the party’s Na­ 
tional Chairman. Rep. William E. 
Miller of New York, have disap­ 
pointed hopes which the President 
plainly cherished when he took 
office. 
Long before he was elected, and 
indeed before he was even nom­ 
inated. he had decided to practice 
bi-partisanship in the foreign and 
defense fields if and when he 
reached the White House. He car­ 
ried out this decision to the full, 
moreover, beginning with the for­ 
mation of his administration. 
Republicans have always been 
less 
tolerant 
of 
bipartisanship 
than Democrats 
Even President 
Eisenhower, himself no ultra-par­ 
tisan, made only the rarest bi­ 
partisan appointments within the 
executive 
branch, 
despite 
the 
strong contrary tradition estab­ 
lished in the Roosevelt and Tru­ 
man administrations. 
Nor 
was the 
Republican 
re­ 
sponse to Kennedy s bi-partisan­ 
ship particularly warm. even at 
the outset. Douglas Dillon, for in­ 
stance. would certainly have been 
Secretary of State, if Richard M. 
Nixon had won the election. But

In addition to Wilson. Wickey 
also sounded taps at the funerals 
of such other great men as Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft.

The o n ly wheeled 
vehicles are two jeeps owned by the Mir. Another foetor may be Hunza’s diet, which is 
based on row fruit and boiled vegetables. Still another may be the unhurried nature of a 
pastoral existence that has remained the same since the land was first settled by deserters 
from Alexander's army in the 4th Century, B. C. 
For the 32,000 Humans who live in the 8,000-square-miie area, and devote their time 
to small farming and crafts, a new era may be opening up. A hydrogenerator project is 
in the works— and that will mean light bulbs, power switches and new industries.

To enter Hunza, a visitor must go in by box. The box hangs from a cable 300 feet above 
the Hunza River. A towline pulls it across the river which divides Hunza from the rest of 
Pakistan. It is the highlight of a journey that helps explain why the state has registered 
only 483 visitors since a guest book was opened in Baltit, the capital, in 1914* 
The feature that most impresses Hunxa's infrequent visitors is the remarkable longevity 
of her men, many of whom live past IOO. Hunzan men keep siring children into their 80s. 
Mir Muhammad Jamal Khan, ruler of the semi-autonomous state at the back door of Rus­ 
sia and China, admits that his own family is a case in point. "My grandfather lived past 
90," says the AAir."He had a daughter when he was 74 and there was nothing extraordinary 
about it." 
Walking in the mountain air may help explain the extreme longevity. The only wheeled 
vehicles are two jeeps owned by the Mir. Another factor may be Hunza's diet, which is 
based on raw fruit and boiled vegetables. Still another may be the unhurried nature of a 
pastoral existence that has remained the some since the land was first settled by deserters 
from Alexander's army in the 4th Century, B. C. 
For the 32,000 Hunzans who live in the 8,000-square-mile area, and devote their time 
to small farming and crafts, a new era may be opening up. A hydrogenerator project is 
in the works— and that will mean light bulbs, power switches and new industries.
